In this cennection he spoke of a 
trip he : ecently made to Poland. 
Csecho -Slovakia and other centra] 
European ccunt.ir-s where he observed 
at first hand the sOcia.l conditions now 
existing and the jfter effects of the 
wrir on 'hcte countries. 

After referring humorousiy to ''is 
native country, Scotland, Dr. Cald'vei] 
points,! out that centuries marked hy 
j strugs'e against great difficulties had 
be«r± laj-.twly instrumental in effecting 
consistent progress in the land of Mir 
heather . Difficulties had made the 
Scots. 

The speaker insisted that all orW- 
cism of Canada, should hj corrstructlve 
not merely deprec.'ative, that the Do- 
minion will aret 'be kind of govcrm-Mit 
the oiitizons wan', i; the citizens make 
their want» know, 

Dr- Caidwell stated that, the solu- 
tion' for problems ir Canada is edu- 
cation: it is the chief hope,, of fcîw oou-i- 
try. Soo..ali«t parlies in various pa^ty 
of the world are beginning to recognize 
education as one cf the foundations of 
national ive'fcire- Cseoho-Slovnkla vo- 
cently gavo up c'ass war and is taking 
up education of its youth.

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SKYSCRAPER EDUCATION 



Citizens of Chicago though indurated to the sight of sky 
scrapers whose massive bulk rise from the streets to scrape the 
azure skies, to-day stand in awe before a ponderous pile that 
marks America's newest convert to the architectural tendency of 
the age — a skyscraper church. 

An Eastern college succumbs either to the expediency of 
the times or sees in the style of towering edifices a symbol of 
loftiness of purpose and a medium through which to convey to 
the rabble mind its high ideals and sublime aspirations. Given 
the necessary temperament, we should understand with what ela- 
lion it broadcasts the news that the proceeds of a recent "drive" 
are to be devoted to the erection of a skyscraper building where- 
in the students will presumably be acclimated at a tender age to 
the conditions which are typical of the present day business 
world. 

At the entrance of McGill University grounds is being rear- 
ed a stately colonnade which in its quiet dignity carries a trace 
of Grecian art wherein strength was not confused with bulk and 
the poetic soul of a nation found adequate expression in the pro- 
per restraint of decorative stone. Every student at Old McGill 
joins the consort of its wellwishers in keen anticipation of the 
day when present plans for additional building accomodation 
will be realised. And we venture to say that each and every one 
secretly hopes that the new structures will correctly convey- 
insofar as architectural treatment may be made to express it — 
the spirit which one may hope to find within. We make no apo- 
logy for ou r unmodishness in expressing the wish that Old Mc- 
Gill may always — in its dignified buildings, its spacious lawns, 
its shaded walks — suggest to the transient as well as the daily 
visitor a symbol of repose. Let the institution have at least the 
outward signs of a place for quiet deliberation and thoughtful 
reflection; an oasis in a sea of hustling humanity; refreshing greens 
adjoining streaming asphalt. 

To rely upon lofty edifices to lend prestige to an institu- 
tion, is to lean upon a superiority which is doomed to an eph- 
> emeral existence, which lasts, to be exact, until your neighbor 
builds a higher structure. What is of greater import is the solid- 
arity of the structure of ethics and character which a university 
seeks to implant into the men and women who pass through its 
halls. The quality of the moral fibre of a student body is readi- 
ly integrable and when carefully nurtured can become a living 
monument to those who cultivate it, and it alone can bring solace 
to a panicky world. 

"If a man build a better mouse trap than his neighbor, the 
world will beat a path to his door". Building upon a solid founda- 
tion of intellectural achievements, we need not fear the transitory 
ascension of someone else's popularity that bases ils uppcal on 
impressionable emotionalism. 

CONDENSED COMMENT 

Professor B. K. Sandwell, formerly of the Economics depart- 
ment of this University and now associated with the Epglish De- 
partment of Queen's, will address a meeting of the Literary and 
Debating Society at Strathcona Hall to-day. Professor Sandwell i<> 
• man of wide repute in Canadian literature, he is the author of 
several articles and is as well, a contributor to several Canadian 
magazines. He was a member of the Editorial Board of the Can- 
adian Bookman, a magazine of the highest order. 'I hose who re- 
member Professor Sandwell, remember him as a man who was 
able to give a pleasing twist to anything that he had to say. For 
us, iic has chosen a subject, which, to judge by its title, "The Util- 
ity of Bad Literature", should be exceedingly entertaining and in- 
structive. Coming as it does during Canadian Book Week, the in- 
terest should be considerably heightened.
